Construction this winter of the 


northeast Lincoln storm sewer proj- 
ect was assured Saturday morning, 
when bid.i were opened by the city 
clerk and it was found that the 
low offer of R. O. Stake was $38,550, 
which is $14,450 below the city en- 
gineer's estimate and approximate- 
ly $3,300 less than the special city 
fund for this purpose. Stake was 
$5,697 below his nearest competi- 
tor. 
Bids on a sanitary sewer, 


which will be a section of the sani- 
tary drainage, system to be built 
parallel to the large storm sewer, 
also were opened. George L. Vlas- 
nik's S2.452.40 offer was low. 


The storm sewer bids were: R. O. 
Stake. $38.550; Chambers Construc- 
tion Co.. 844,247: Reimers-Kaufman 
Co, $47,949: Dobson and Robinson 
Co . 548,652.05; George L. Vlasnjk,

875. 
The sanitary sewer bids were: 


George L. Vlasnik, $2,542.40; R. O. 
Stake, $2,575: Knudsen Co., $2,650; 
Dobson and Robinson Co., $2,861. 
First Major Construction. 
The storm sewer is the first major 


piece of construction under the $50,- 
000 annual appropriation approved 
by the people at the August 12 elec- 
tion. It provides for a 4,500-foot 
drainage system from Thirty-third 
and Holdrege^ streets to Twenty- 
eight and Leighton avenue, and 
solves one of the most serious flood 
problems in the city. 
Four sanitary sewers that cross 


the route of 
proposed storm 


sewer, will have to be cut off, and 
it is for this reason that a new san- 
itary system is to be built parallel 
to the storm drainage line. 
The 
sanitary project upon which bids 
were received Saturday morning ex- 
tends on Twenty-ninth street from 
Huntington to Fair street. Proper- 
ty-owners, who will be , served by 
this particular 
sanitary section, 


have never 'had sanitary sewers be- 
fore, and will be assessed most of 
its cost. The rest of the new sani- 
tary drainage will be built at city 
expense. 


Louis W. Home, director of the 
municipal free employment 'agency, 
said Saturday morning that he had 
conferred with Mr. Stake, and that 
the contractor had given assurance 
that laborers on the sewer project 
would be solicited as largely as pos- 
sible from the registration list of 
the emtjloyment bureau. Nearly 100 
men will be used, it is estimated, on 
a full time basis. 
Propose Split-Shift. 
Mr. Home also said that 
Mr. 
Stake was agreeable to'a split-shift 
method of operation which would 
give twice the" usual number of men 
work, by having -two crews which 
would each work three .days each 
week. 
Definite arrangements, for 
this are,-expected to1 be made early 
next week in a conference between 
Home and Stake. 
' 
Work on the project is expected 
to start sometime during December, 
and the contract will specify that it 
must be ^substantially completed by 
March, 1 and entirely finished by 
April 15.

whisky, which kills one-third of our 
citizens, and ruins their families." 


It would 
surprise 
Jefferson* tc 
learn th'at, with the best of inten- 
tions, prohibition has driven out 
beer, and made whisky, once more, 
the national drink, killing 
many 
citizens. 


When you see a cow, contentedly 


changing grass into milk, or mourn- 
fully mooing for her calf, make a 
respectful bow. For she, the cow, is 
"the biggest industry" in the United 
States. 
Talking to the National Co-Oper- 
ative Milk Producers federation, 
Thomas H. Mclnnerney shows that 
the value of wealth produced by the 
American cow amounts to $4,000,- 
000,000 a year. It is an industry 
greater "than steel, greater than 
automobiles, by far. 


Mr. Mclnnerney, who is president 


of the National 
Dairy Products 
Corp., selling 100,000,000 pounds of 
butter a year, and $400,000,000 worth 
of all milk products, believes tha't 
seme of the money and labor sav- 
ings devices now applied to other 
industries can be applied to milk 
production, and proposes to help 
that along. 
It may surprise you to know that 
the fountain pen in your waistcoat 
pocket is probably made of milk, all 
but the metal part. 


Senator Norris thinks our people 
should do a few things for them- 
selves, threatens to force an extra 
session, unless fair hearing is given 
to bis ideas-. 
•These include the notion that the 
people, having spent hundreds of 
millions on Muscle Shoals, should 
own that^enterprise. 
Senator Norris thinks that if the 
people are good enough to pay for 
a thing, they are also good enough 
to own it after they have paid for it. 


Others,'"more conservative," think 


the people should pay for a great 
undertaking and then private indi- 
viduals should step in, own it and 
sell power and fertilizer, if any, and 
sell it to people at the highest price 
the traffic -will bear. 


The fact-that 
Canada operates 


power companies owned by the peo- 
ple, and incidentally sells the power 
at a profit from Niagara to Canad- 
ians for half the price that Amer- 
icans pay to private companies on 
our side of the falls, may have some 
effect iu the Norris argument. 


Vibrations, producing no sound 
that tne ear perceives, are, never- 
theless, "heard" within the human 
brain. 
Sergius P. Grace, vice president of 
the Bell Telephone laboratories, 
shows that the brain can be made 
to hear t-,hat the ears do-not hear, 
the owner of the brain beating time 
to music produced by electrical vi- 
brations.

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When the late J. Pierpont Morgan 


•was in bis prime, and Thomas F.

ARGENTINE CORN. 


Governor John Hammill of Iowa raises a very per- 


tinent protest in his request to President Hoover for 
an immediate increase in the corn tariff. 


The importation of Argentine corn has been a fac- 


tor in depressing the prices paid the American farm- 
er for his corn for more than three years. Congress 
was besieged to take action when it developed two 
years ago that shipments from the Argentine were 
being received as far Inland as Cairo, Illinois At the 
same time millions of bushels of the Argent/ \e crop 
was being landed and sold along the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific seaboards. 


The American crop is vastly superior In quality to 


that produced hi the Argentine. But the latter is ex- 
cellent for the purposes to which it is put in this 
country. It is rich in starch values and is extensively 
used in the manufacture of starch and corn products. 
When the Central West first requested President 
Coolidge "to act.under the elastic provisions of the 
tariff law, Mr. Coolidge referred the application to 
the tariff commission, which immediately ordered an 
investigation. Its investigators visited three Nebraska 
counties—Seward, Butler and Washington—for the 
purpose of computing the cost of raising corn. Then 
the investigators reported back that a 15-cent a 
bushel increase was warranted in the corn duty—this 
representing the difference between the costs of pro- 
ducing corn in this country and in the Argentine. 


Still President Coolidge was not satisfied. He re- 


fused to act upon the recommendation of the tariff 


- commission, declaring that America's friendly rela- 
tions with Argentine would be jeopardized by an in- 
crease in the duty on corn. In view of the fact that 
industrial Interests had received increases consistent- 
ly, notwithstanding the rising resentment of foreign 
countries, Mr. Coolidge's explanation did not register 
so highly. 
' 


Under the provisions of the Hawley-Smoot tariff 


law the duty was advanced 15 cents a bushel. It was 
brought out at the time that the corn tariff was not 
sufficient to exclude Argentine corn and the provi- 
sion of the new tariff law did not meet the fanners' 
desires. 


With a short crop of corn in the United States, 


more than 700,000,000 bushels less than was produced 
in 1929—the Corn Belt farmers stood a chance of 
disposing of their 1930 crop at prices which would 
compensate them for the lower prices they received 
for wheat. But even this advantage will be lost to 
them if'Argentine corn is to be permitted to come 
into this country. 
The South American republic 


raises a surplus of 100,000,000 bushels normally. Most 
of it is marketed in the United States. It is a suffi- 
cient amount to supply the starch and corn products 
manufacturers with corn they need. 


President Hoover has repeatedly professed his 


friendship for the fanner. He now. lias an excellent 
opportunity to demonstrate it, In spite of the prom- 
ises which he made, and which' were contained in his 
platform, the tariff law adopted at the special farm 
relief session which he called was a sharp disappoint- 
ment to the agricultural regions. It maintained the 
inequities between farming and manufacturing which 
existed in the Fordney-McCumber law. It did not 
equalize the relative positions of the two industries. 


Production costs in Argentine had dropped far be- 


low the level of those which prevailed when the tariff 
commission's engineers made their studies and their 
recommendations. The duty which it was recom- 
mended should be established was inadequate; it is 
more so now. Governor Hammill has sounded a bat- 
tle call behind which every corn-producing state 
should rally. If ths manufacturer is to be. protected 
100 per cent by the tariff, the fanner has a right to 
demand and expect the same treatment. He is not 
getting It today. Argentine com Is now being shipped 
into America in large quantities. President Hoover 
should accede to Governor HammilTs request 


of Nebraska in his Interview given' to The 'Lincoln 
Star list Tuesday and repeated upoii his arrival "at 
Washington. The senator declares that if the admin- 
istration cohorts want action on tnelr bills they must 
release their stranglehold on certain measures which 
the house organisation, under the direction of Speak- 
er Longworth. has been attempting to smother. 


One of these is the Nebraska senator's own pet 


measure, providing for governmental operation of 
Muscle Shoals. Another is his "lame duck" resolu- 
tion for a constitutional amendment doing away with 
the out-of-date system which allows an old congress 
to meet and legislate during a period of three months 
after its successor has been chosen and many of its 
own members voted but of office by their constituents. 


(There are also an anti-injunction labor bill and a 


group of proposals dealing with unemployment, which, 
Senator Norris end his insurgent colleagues are in- 
sisting 'congress should act upon at the approaching 
short session. Tt will be noted that Norris does not 
demand the passage of any of these bills as the price 
of withholding obstructive tactics against govern- 
mental supply measures. 
What he does demand is 


that the bills on the four subjects mentioned be tak- 
en up and voted upon. If the administration forces 
have the courage to oppose them and take the re- 
sponsibility for then- defeat, he is willing to let it go 
at that. But he and his associates are serving notice 
upon the Longworth crowd that unless the house is 
permitted to vote upon them the senate progressive 
bloc may feel justified in adopting the same tactics 
against appropriation bills. As the senate rules give 
the privilege of unlimited debate, the insurgent* are 
ni a position to make good their implied threat of 
retaliation. 


While public sentiment throughout the country is 


much opposed to & special session, because of the fear 
that it would further impede and delay business re- 
covery, it will not condemn Norris and those aligned 
with him for the stand they are taking. Rather will 
the indignation of the people be vented upon the ad- 
ministration and the standpat house machine for 
blocking the orderly processes of representative gov- . 
ernment.

The lame duck amendment, particularly, is some- 


thing which SO per cent of the American people favor. 
All congress is asked to do is to submit it to the 
various states for ratification by their legislatures. 
The United States senate', in five different congresses, 
has passed the bill and sent it to the house. Each 
time, Speaker Longworth and his aides have held it 
Sack and prevented it from coming 'to a vote in the 
lower chamber In so doing they have frustrated the 
desire of the country to discard the archaic election 
system inherited from the time of the stage coach and 
adopt a modern one instead, which will be more re- 
sponsive to the people's will. 


Patience is no longer a virtue in this matter. It is 


tune for President Hoover to take the matter in hand 
and use his influence, if need be, to compel toe Long- 
worth cabal to let this measure be laid before the 
house. Popular sentiment will not tolerate any jug- 
gling of the question by bringing out a substitute bill 
which has no chance of passage. The people have 
their eyes on Washington, and they expect definite 
action upon this matter. 


FILIBUSTERS AND COUNTER FILIBUSTERS. 
If the country should be subjected next spring anrl 


summer to a prolonged period of political agitation 
and legislative uncertainty incident to another spe- 
cial session of congress, brought about by a senatorial 
filibuster against appropriation bills in the regular 
session which ends March 4, the administration and 
its friends will have to bear a share of the blame 
therefor.

A FUNDAMENTAL DIFFICULTY. 


-Every industry is today facing demands for a short- 


er working day and shorter working week .The pecu- 
liar unemployment conditions have brought home a 
realisation, not only that shorter working hours are 
desirable for the individual worktagman, but that 
technological improvements have made them a neces- 
sity under our present system of mass production if 
the great masses of the population are to remain in 
employment. 


There remains a fundamental difficulty to the ad- 


justment which must come to shorter working hours 


The very individualism which.has been the sup- 


posed groundwork to American' economic success 
stands as a chief difficulty to the shorter working 
day's adoption. Adoption by one business or firm of 
shorter hours with the same pay immediately puts it 
at an economic disadvantage with its competitors if 
they adhere to their former standards 
Many an 


executive who might be willing to see the shorter 
working day fears to run the risk of destruction of his 
industry by sharp competition. 


There are ways to which the changes can be ac-' 


comphshed. They can be effected by the severe, bit- 
ter, and often destructive weapon of the general strike 
of great masses of organized labor. It would be most 
unfortunate if this method should become necessary 


Almost equaUy regrettable would be the necessity of 


resort to legislative enactment Scune ^industries are 
not adapted to legislative control of working hours. 
Governmental interference, obnoxious as it would be 
in many quarters, and undesirable as it woufd be in 
many cases, remains one difficult but'possible way 
of effecting a marked reform in the employment sit- 
uation.

There are two other apparent ways in which the 


relief can come. One Is by concerted; universal agree. 
ments of major business leaders, and economic boy-' 
cotts of groups failing to unite to the shorter work- 
tag hour schedules. Hie other is by mammoth indus- 
trial concerns which have almost unlimited resources 
leading the way with effective shorter hours with 
such force as to lead others to fall into line with 
rather universal adoption of such a program. 


Business leaders hare been more liberal to their 


contacts with organized labor during-the prosperity 
period than previously. Nevertheless, they face «new 
the responsibility of reorganatag the machines of in- 
dustry which they control to adopt an effective eco- 
nomic situation applicable to 1930 conditions, which 
are strikingly different from those of 1900, 1110 or 
even 1920 . However much industrial magnates may 
desire to attribute the economic breakdown to other 
factors, they cannot dodge their responsibility to or- 
ganlztag industry to meet present conditions. -

QUESTION.

My son, now attending a prepara- 


tory school, wishes to go to Oxford 
university rather than to an Ameri- 
can collece, mi he has been in- 
formed that a more thorough edu- 
cation In obtained at the former. I 
have made no decision yet, but am 
inclined to the opinion that the 
American coliefct provide every op- 
portunity for all the education that 
can be absorbed in a, four-year 
course and that the result is prin- 
cipally dependent upon the amount 
of effort and application expended. 
Is there, in your opinion, any real 
reason for the preference my son 
ha» expressed? 


ANSWER. 
Educational authorities are divid- 


ed on the Issue you raise. Some as- 
sert that so far ag-the classics are 
concerned, a student can obtain the 
intensive .raining; in them for which 
Oxford is noted at the best Ameri- 
can universities and colleges. Oth- 
ers deny that assertion, and claim 
that the spirit in which the classics 
are studied at Oxford is the great 
asset. This seems to be a. somewhat 
intangible consideration, and Dr. 
Stephen Leacock in a sprightly 
article humorously insists that the 
ivy on Oxford's cloistered buildings 
explains any superiority that uni- 
versity possesses. 
j 
Probably your son has -a. deep 
sense of historic associations, and 
feels that the ancient colleges whose 
walls have been washed for cen- 
turies by the tides of illustrious life 
can impart lasting values to him. 
This is a commendable sentiment 
which scholars will appreciate. 


Yet, I tave seen enough of our 


American colleges to know that if a 
student will apply himself, he can 
be sure of thoroughly helpful guid- 
ance from them, and by their aid 
become proficient in his subjects, 
whatever these are. Nevertneless, 
the older countries of Europe, Eng- 
land, Scotland, Wales and Ireland 
included, have generated an atmos- 
phere for learning and a respect for 
its acquisitions which we could cul- 
tivate to advantage. 
This feature is true chiefly of the 
higher branches of European edu- 
cation. No nation more firmly be- 
lieves in the necessity for popular 
education than does our own. Too 
many diversions, however, have in- 
terfered here with that absorption 
in hs itask which produces the gen- 
uine scholar, and too many eso- 
nomic and kindred considerations 
have militated against the status of 
pure scholarship. 
I suggest that your son take his 
academic course in one of our col- 
leges, and when he has completed 
that then take a post-graduate 
course at Oxford. By the time he 
graduate* from college he will have 
a better idea as to whether he need 


go to a foreign university. He should 
bear in mind that several American 
institutions of learning have splen- 
did scholastic traditions which he 
can help to maintain and enlarge.

short seaslon. ft will be noted that Norrii does not 
demand the p aaaage of any of these bills as the p rice 
of withholding obstructive tactics against govern­ 
mental sup p ly measures. 
What he does demand is 
that the bills on the four subjects mentioned be tak­ 
en up and voted up on. If the administration forces 
have the courage to op p ose them and take the re­ 
sp onsibility for their defeat, he is willing to let It go 
at that. But he and his associates are serving notice 
up on the Longworth crowd that unless the house is 
p ermitted to vote up on them the senate p rogressive 
bloc may feel Justified in adop ting the same tactics 
against ap p rop riation Mils. As the senate rules give 
the p iivtlege of unlimited debate, the insurgents are 
in a p osition to make good their imp lied threat of 
retaliation. 


Governor John Hammlll cf Iowa raises a very p er­ 
tinent p rotest in his request to President Hoover for 
an Immediate increase in the com tariff. 
The imp ortation of Argentine corn has been a fac­ 
tor In dep ressing the p rices p aid the American farm­ 
er for his corn for more than three years. Congress 
was besieged to take action when It develop ed two 
years ago that ship ments from the Argentine were 
being received as far Inland as Cairo, Illlnol.s. At the 
same time millions of bushels of the Argent/;e crop 
was being landed and sold along the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific seaboards. 
The American crop is vastly sup erior In quality to 
that p roduced in the Argentine. But the latter is ex­ 
cellent for the fxirp oses to which it is p ut in this 
country. It is rich in starch values and Is extensively 
used in the manufacture of starch and corn p roducts. 
When the Central West first requested 
President 
Coolidge to act under the ela.stlc p rovisions of the 
tariff law, Mr. Coolidge referred the ap p lication to 
the tariff commission, which immediately ordered an 
investigation. Its investigators vtslted three Nebra-^ka 
countiea-Seward. Butler and Washington—for the 
p urp ose of comp uting the cast of raising corn. Then 
the Investigators rep orted back that a 15-cent a 
bushel increase was warranted in the com d u^ —this 
reiwesenting the ilifference between the coats of i» *o- 
ducing com in this country and in the Argentine. 
Still President Coolidge was not satisfied. He re­ 
fused to act up on the recommendation of the tariff 
corami.sslon. declaring that America’s friendly rela­ 
tions with Argentine would be Jeop ardlned by an in­ 
crease in the duty on com. In view of the fact that 
industrial interests had received Increa.ses consistent­ 
ly, notwithstanding the rising rasentment of foreign 
countries, Mr. Coolidge’s eimlanatlon did not register 
so highly. 
Under the p rovisions of the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
law the duty was advanced 15 (» nta a bushel. It was 
brought out at the time that the com tariff was not 
sufficient to exclude Argentine c« m and the p rovi­ 
sion of the new tariff law did not meet the farmers’ 
desires. 
With a short crop of com In the United States, 
more than 700,000,000 bushels less than was p roduced 
in 1929—^the Corn Belt farmers stood a chance of 
disp osing of their 1930 crop at iKices which would 
comp ensate them fo r the lower p rices they received 
for wheat. But even this advantage will be lost to 
them If Argentine com is to be p ermitted to come 
into this country. 
The South 
American 
rep ublic 
raises a surp lus of 100,000,000 bushels normally. Most 
of it is marketed in the United States. It is a suffi­ 
cient amount to sup p ly the starch and corn p roducts 
maniftacturers with corn they need. 
President Hoover has rep eatedly 
p rofessed his 
frtendship for the fanner. He now. has aa excellent 
op p ortunity to demonstrate It, In sp ite of the p rom­ 
ises which he made, and which were contained in his 
p latform, the tariff law adop ted at the sp ecial farm 
relief session which he called was a sharp disap p oint­ 
ment to the agricultural regions. It maintained the 
inequities between farming and manufacturing which 
existed in the 
Pordney-McCumbcr law. It did not 
equalise the relative p ositions of the two induntrics. 
Production coats in Argentine had drop p ed far be­ 
low the level of those which p revailed when the tariff 
commission’s engineers made their studies and their 
reoommendations. 
The duty which It was recom­ 
mended should be established was Inadequate; it la 
more so now. Governor Hammill has sounded a bat­ 
tle call behind which every com-p roduelng state 
should mlly. If the manufacturer is to be. p rotected 
100 p er cent by the tariff, the farmer has a right to 
demand and exp ect the same treatment. He Is not 
getting It today. Argentine com is now being ship p ed 
into America in large quantities. 
President Hoover 
should accede to Governor HammUl’s request. 


While p ublic sentiment throughout the country la 
much op p owd to a sp ecial session, because of the fMir 
that it would further imp ede and delay business re­ 
covery, it will not condemn Norris and thiMe aligned 
with him for the stand they are taking. Rather will

ernm ent 
’The lame duck amendment, p articularly. Is some­ 
thing which 90 p er cent of the American p eop le favor.

In five different congresses, 
has p asttd the bill and a ^n t it to the house. Bach 
time. Sp eaker Longworth and hU aides have held it 
back and p revented it from coming to a vote in the 
lower chamber 
In so doing they have frustrated the 
desire of the country to discard the archaic election 
system inherited from the time of the stage coach and 
adop t a modem one Instead, which wUl be more re­ 
sp onsive to the p eop le’s wiU. 
PaUence is no longer a virtue in this matter, ft is 
time for President Hoover to take the m atter In hand 
and use his influence, if need be. to comp el the Long- 
worth cabal to let thla measure be laid before the 
house.

A FUNDAMENTAL DIFFICULTY. 
Every industry is today facing demands for a short­ 
er working day and shorter wm’king week .The p ecu­ 
liar unemp loyment eondltions have brought home a 
reaUaation. not only that shortw working hours are 
desirable for the individual workingman, but th at * 
technological Imp rovemmts have made them a neces­ 
sity under our p resent « yelem of mass p roduction If 
the great masses of the p op ulation are to remain in 
emp loyment. 


There remains a fundamental difficulty to the ad­ 
justment which must come to shorter working hours 
The very Individualism which has been the sup - 
I» sed groundwork to American 
economic 
success 
stands as a chief difficulty to the shorter working 
dcy ’s ado ptio n. Adop tion by one business or firm of 
shorter hours with ih t same p ay immediately p uts it 
at an economic disadvantage with its comp etitors if 
they adhere to thebr former standards. 
Bfany an 
executive who might be willing to see the shorter 
wMking day fears to run the risk of destruction of his 
Industry by sharp comp etition. 
There are ways in which the changes can be ac- 
TOmp llshed. They can be effected by the severe, bit­ 
ter, and often destrucUve weap on of the general strike 
Of great masses of organised labor. It xrould be most 
unfortunate If this method should become necessary 
Almost equally regrettable would be the necessity of 
reiwrt to legLsIaUve enactment Sam e Industries are 
not adap ted to legL^latlve control of working hours. 
Qovcrnir.ental interference, ctooxious as it would be 
in many quarters, and undesirable as it would be in 
many cases, remains one difficult but p ossible way 
of effecting a marked reform in the emp loyment sit­ 
uation. 
There are two other aiHlMrent ways In which the 
relief can come. One is by concerted, universal agree­ 
ments of major business leaders and economic boy­ 
cotts of group s falling to unite in the shorter work- 
Ing hour sohedulea 
The other is by mammoth Indisi- 
tiial concerns which have almost unlimited resources 
leading the way with effective shorter hours with 
such force as to lead < ^ n to fall into line with 
rather universal adop tion of such a p rogram. 
Business leaders have been more liberal In their 
contacts with organised labor during the p rosp erity 
p eriod than p rtvioutly. Nevertheless, they face anew 
the resp onsibility of reorganising the machines of in­ 
dustry which they control to sdbp t an effective eco­ 
nomic situation ap p licable to 1930 conditions, which 
are strikingly different from those of 
1900, iiiq , or 
even 1930 . However much industrUl magnates may 
desire to attribute the economic breakitown to other 
factors, they cannot dodge their resp onalbUlty in or- 
genlslng industry to meet p reeent oonditiona. •

This seems to be a somewhat 
intangible consideration, and Dr. 
Step hen Leacock in a sp rightly 
article humorously Insists that the 
ivy on Oxford’s cloistered buildings 
exp lains a n y sup eriority that uni­ 
versity p ossesses. 
Probablv your son has

feels that the ancient colleges whose 
walls have been washed for cen­ 
turies by the tides of illustrious life 
can imp art lastii^ values to him.
